Ea rly Cro p Affected 


Co nsidera ble Amo unt o f Co m 
Appea rs Infested With Bo rer 


By MERLE VAUGHAN 
Pettis County Agent 
It now ap p ears that a consider­ 
able amount of the early corn 
in Pettis County is infested with 
the Europ ean com borer. With the 
damp weather holding up harvest, 
farmers can make good use of that 
time checking their corn fields. 
Probably com that is less than 
waist high now will never have 
much infestation ex cep t that real 
late com may be caught by the 
second brood. Some that is shoul­ 
der high is p retty well infested, 
as the moths lay their eggs in 
the early corn. Estimates are fhat 
one worm in a stalk will reduce 
p roduction about three p er cent. 
We have found some stalks with 
6 18 worms. Of course, some stalks 
will have no worms. 
Now the bigger worms are al­ 
ready in the stalks and the holes 
can be seen with a lot of wet 
frass sticking out. Nothing can be 
done about them. However, there 
are a lot of smaller worms down 
in the leaf sheaths and a sp ray 
will get them. 
« 
The smaller worms a rt white 
with a black head and are from 
% to ^ inch long. The larger 
worms are more of a gray ish 
color. The best way to check a 
stalk is to cut it off and then 
p eal off each leaf sheath, one at 
a time. 
The nex t question Is how much 
damage before sp ray ing is justi­ 
fied. The field should be checked 
for leaf feeding scars. These are

He said U. S. p olicies are based 
on the assump tion that Commu- 
ni.st rule in China is “a p assing 
p hase.’ 
This country intends to do all

by U. S. dip lomatic, trade and 
cultural relations with the Reds. 
“There 
are 
occasions 
when 
others, and not we, should p rovide 
the change.” Dulles said, but he 
did not hold out any hop e that the 
Conununists are about to revolu­ 
tionize themselves. 
The hop e he did hold out was 
that the Chinese p eop le, to whom 
he said communism is as “rep ug­ 
nant” as to the p eop le of Soviet 
satellites in Europ e, will eventual­ 
ly bring about the end oi Red 
desp otism in China. 
Meanwhile, Dulles argued, the 
United States must stand firm on 
the p olicies it believes to be right. 
“Nothing could be more danger­ 
ous,” he said, “than for the United 
States to op erate on the theory 
that if hostile and evil forces do 
not quickly or readily change, 
then it is we who must change to 
meet them.” 
Dulles’ remarks were evidently 
directed toward Allied countries 
like 
Britain, 
which 
recognizes

India which argue for some mod­ 
ification of United States p olicy .

domestic critics who contend that 
the p olicy of no contact is a 
sterile one which takes nc ad­ 
vantage of p ossible differences be­ 
tween Red China and Poissia.

Ev en though the day s of filing 19 56 
income tax es are long past the sub­ 
ject is not one soon to be forgotten. In 
fact, ev ery adult in this country dev otes 
intermittent attention to how income 
and outgo affect his tax es for the cur­ 
rent y ear. 
Keeping memoranda in anticipation 
of hav ing pertinent and accurate data 
for preparation of income tax returns 
nex t y ear, should become a monthly if 
not a weekly habit. 
Indiv iduals are finding it increasingly 
difficult to prepare their own returns. 
More and more persons find it much 
better for their peace of mind to turn 
the job ov er to a reliable tax ex pert. 
But^v en the latter must hav e some fig­ 
ures to work on. 
These are best pre­ 
pared and sav ed as the tax pay er encoun­ 
ters them each day , week or month. 
Day s' are gone when just about any ­ 
one could make out a correct income 
tax return ex cept in v ery elementary 
cases. 
Without ex pert adv ice, surpris­ 
ingly enough, many tax pay ers actually 
cheat themselv es because of incomplete 


understanding of deductible allowances. 
A tax adv isor should be selected with 
care, too. In an address before the Wis- 
c<nsin Society of Certified Public Ac­ 
countants, 
Commissioner 
Harrington 
called attention to the relativ ely large 
number of instances inv olv ing tax con­ 
sultants 
filing 
false 
and 
fraudulent 
returns for others. 
In one case alone 
ov er 1,000 returns were prepared by a 
self-sty led consultant and resulted in 
disallowances 
of 
ov er 
$400,000 
in 
claimed deductions. The ensuing addi­ 
tional 
tax es 
and 
penalties 
totaled 
$17 0,000. The Commissioner stated that 
rarely are these offenders members of 
recognized professional groups; in fact, 
many are almost completely lacking in 
qualifications. 
Pointing out that tax pay ers who seek 
dubious assistance must stand respon- 
s’ble for the accuracy of the entries and 
calculations in their returns, the Com­ 
missioner indicated that a tax adv isor 
should be chosen as carefully as the

To Co rrect Astig ma tism

Mrs. M 
says she is troubled 
with astigmatism and 
wants 
to 
k now where she should go to get 
this corrected. 
1 find this inquiry slightly puz­ 
zling because I do not k now how 
Mrs. M, could k now that she had 
astigmatism unless 
she 
had al­ 
ready been to an expert who had 
examined her eyes 
There is no medicine or opera­ 
tion which will “cure” astigma­ 
tism. Its treatment inv olv es the 
use of eyeglasses w'hich correct 
the curv es in the eye responsible 
for the condition. 
There are many k inds of astig­ 
matism hut m all ot them the 
difficulty is that the rays of light 
which enter the eye do not come 
to a clear focus in the back of 
ihe—eyehali SomeonF 
who 
has 
astigmatic eyes, 
therefore, 
sew 
objects as though blurred or fuzzy. 
It is not unusual for astigmatism 
to run in families 
Consequently 
astigmatism, or the tendency to 
it, may be present at birth. Rareiy 
injuries, operations or inflamma­ 
tion can produce this difficulty. In 
the v a.st 
majority, 
no v ev er. an 
obv ious cause is lack ing 
The eyeball is 
shaped 
lik e a 
sphere. The rays of lighi come 
through the circular part of the 
eye called the pupil. If the eye­ 
ball beciomes twisted in any plane 
the rays of light will also become 
twisted and will not come to a 
focus. 
The astigmatism is not always 
in the same plane, and it is usual­ 
ly different in the two eyes. For 
this 
reason, 
when 
gla.sses 
are 
necessary 
for 
astigmatism, 
the 
lenses necessary to correct the de­ 
fect for the right and left eye 
usually will not be alik e. 
To correct 
astigmatism, 
each 
eye must be examined to deter­ 
mine just v \hat change there has 
been in the curv ature and which 
planes need correction. Then the 
lens for the glasses is prescribed 
and ground in such a way that 
it will counteract the error and 
bring the parallel rays of light 
to a single focal point in the back 
of the eye. Thus the image of 


what is seen again becomes clear 
and sharp. 
Expert training is necessary to 
find out what is the matter and 
to prescribe exactly the type of 
glasses needed to correct the er­ 
rors. Special instruments are re­ 
quired and in most cases physi­ 
cians place a drop of atropine or 
something lik e it in the eyes, which 
cau-ses the pupil to become dilated 
and mak es the examination of the 
eye more simple and 
more ac­ 
curate. 
Of course 
the eyes jv hould be 
tested at the same time for such 
diseases as glaucoma or cataract 
Also astigmatism may be associ­ 
ated with near or farsightedness 
which, if present, should be cor­ 
rected in the same glasses.
